WASHINGTON—An 
earthquake 


of gi-L-atu.st.intensity, probably 2,500 
to !i,GO!) miles south of Washington, 
w;\s registered early today at the 
Georgetown 
Seismographical ,-p"b- 


survatory. 
The quake began--, at 


about S:-5 a. m. and 10 minutes 
later tho tremors had been so pro- 
nounced as to throw the registering 
needles off the scale. 


The quake also was registered on 


the seismograph of the 
weather 


bureau, oflicials of which describee 
it as ''monstrous.' The Rev Fran- 
cis Tondor.f. director of the George 
town seismographical 
observatory 


and one of the foremost earthquake 
authorities of the world, said the 
quake was "enormous." 


Both machines were still regis- 


tering the quake at 10 o'clock.

Now, supposing congress authorized $850,- 


000,000 of legal tender notes, to be used for the 
purpose of defraying the bonus expense the 
first two years, can anyone imagine the neces- 
sity of levying "additional" taxes to meet said 
expense? It would not cost the government a 
cent, and would save the country from going 
bankrupt, so fast as it now is, as far as the 
common people are concerned.

Federal Reserve Bank notes the way they have 
been doing since June, 1920, so that our per 
capita circulation is down from $58.20 to ,ncar 
$•40, and still some are wondering what hap- 
pened to the country!

bill, as it is a very good and practical way to 
show the boys that we think a little bit of them, 
at least, and besides, it is a mighty good way 
to yet some money into circulation, for the boys 
will hardly average so conservative as the bond- 
holders, and the main thing needed to start 
things agoing now, is money—Andrew Trova-
